
REMARKS 

The claims have been amended to more clearly define the 
invention as disclosed in the written description. In particular, 
claim 5 has been cancelled. 

In the Decision on Appeal, due to Appellants statement 
that the claims stand or fall together, the Board limited its 
discussion to one claim, i.e., claim .5. However, claim 5, which has 
now been cancelled, only related to a decoder which included means 
for accumulating spatially corresponding coefficients of a 
plurality of pictures, and means for inverse transforming the 
accumulated coefficients into an accumulated plurality of pictures, 
and did not address the detecting of a watermark in a compressed 
video signal. As such, all of Appellants' arguments relating to the 
detecting of a watermark were not considered by the Board. 
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Applicants therefore request consideration of the 
arguments in the Appeal Brief as indicated in the RCE Transmittal 
filed herewith .
